505,933 Farms Had 
Tractors in 1925

Washington, April 20.—Out of 
a total of 6,371,640 farms in the 
United States, 505,933 owned one 
or more tractors, according to a 
census for 1925, announced today 
by the Department of Com- 
merce. 

The farm population is given 
as 28,931,693, compared with 31,- 
614,269 in 1920. As a whole the 
farms are mortgaged for 41 per 
cent. of their value, the report 
shows. Need of adequate high- 
ways is indicated by the census, 
which shows that slightly less 
than half of the farms are on 
unimproved roads.

Sydney, Australia, April 20.— 
While Australian chassis imports 
have risen 57.25 per cent. during 
the past five years, the countries 
supplying this market -have not 
shared equally in the increase.

1922-23 total, Great Britain show-

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Two-Car Families 


N THE recent announcement by the National Automobile 


— 





Chamber of Commerce that 2,700,000 families in the 
United States have more than one car, there is food for | 
earnest thought in the automotive industry. In many ways | 
this startling fact is even more important than the tremen-| 
dous number of families which have one car. This is so) 
because the growth of the two-car idea shows more defi- | 
nitely than anything else could the progress of the country | 
toward complete motorization. It shows how completely our | 
national life is being predicated on the basis of motor | 
transportation. 

Obviously, in a one-car family, where the head of the | 
house uses the car to a considerable extent for business pur-| 
poses, the rest of the family is being disfranchised, so to. 
speak, of its motoring rights during a great part of the day. 
During the hours when the head of the house is using the | 
car to carry him about on his lawful occasions, the mother | 


and the rest of the household are deprived of the freedom | 


that motor transport gives. | 


In the case of 2,700,000 families the motor-disfran- 
chised elements have refused to accept temporary depriva- | 
tion of the new transport freedom. They have been able to) 
persuade the family disbursement officer that the cost of | 
purchasing and maintaining a second car is justified. And_| 
such is the motorized condition of mind of the American | 
people today, that more families in this country have two 
cars than the total registration of any other country in the | 
world. , | 

From the point of view of the automobile dealer, this | 
condition is encouraging and inspiring. The growth of the | 
two car idea opens up a new market. It is not a difficult | 
task to persuade a family which has one medium-priced car | 
that a second vehicle in a lower price class will pay for, 
itself. Such a family is already “sold on’ motor transport. | 
It merely needs convincing that widening its transport facili- | 
ties is a logical and economically sound step. 

Further, it is not a difficult matter in many instances | 
to persuade the family which already owns a car in reason- | 
ably good condition, which it is intending to trade in on a 
new model, that the old car should be retained in addition | 
70 the new purchase, as a second transport medium, to care | 
for the need of the household in general to get about while 
tne father of the family is using the first string vehicle. Such 
a disposition of the car already in service cuts two ways, 
since it makes a clean sale of a new car and helps solve the 
vexing used car problem, 


Dealer May Sacrifice Rights 


N a recent legal case there came up a point of procedure 
that is of interest to every automobile dealer. The case | 
in question was that of a car seized for breach of the prohibi- | 
tion law. The owner still owed the dealer $548 on the, 
purchase price of the car, the dealer’s interest being inj 
unpaid notes. 
It seems that when the arresting officer after the car} 
was sold and before the arrest notified one of the dealer’s 
salesmen that the owner of the car was a bootlegger and that | 
there was danger that the dealer would lose his interest in| 
the car, the salesman replied: ‘‘For God’s sake, lay off him 
until he gets the car paid for.” 

The court held that the notice given by the arresting 
officer to the dealer’s salesman imposed a duty on the dealer 
to protect his property by repossessing the car, a step that 
he had the right to take under his title note. Under this 
ruling dealers will have to be extremely careful with regard 
to protecting the property interests after they have been 
warned that a car on which they hold unpaid notes is being 





used for illegal purposes. 





Automotive Daily News Platform

Answering your letter of April 

5 asking for an expression of 

opinion and suggestions with re- 

gard to the platform which the 

Automotive Daily News has 
adopted for 1927, as enumerated: 

1. In my opinion it is entirely 
proper and appropriate for states 
and municipalities to pass such 
laws and impose such regulations 
as will result in keeping dangerous 
cars off the road, providing there 
is no°confusion of what is consid- 
ered a dangerous car. A start in 
this direction has already been 
made in some places by the impo- 
sition of brake tests, which is high- 
ly important, as any car on the 
road with poor brakes is dangerous. 
A conservative and sensible pro- 
gram of development along the line 
of extending such regulations in 
their scope and providing for their 
more vigorous enforcement would 
be benéficial to the general public 
as well as the industry. 

2. Compulsory insurance as pro- 
vided by the law recently enacted 
in Massachusetts is an experiment 
of such novelty as to require very 
careful observation and study, and 
I am very much interested to know 
how the experiment will work out. 
We should be very careful with such 
experiments, as they require very 
careful observation and study before 
a definite commitment of any fa- 
vorable attitude is taken toward it. 
I am inclined to think its general 
application would tend to restrict 
the market for automobiles, and the 
danger of such a restriction should 
not be foisted upon the automobile 
industry and the American public 
until it is fully developed and 
conclusive evidence presented that 
a further amplification of this com- 
pulsory insurance policy is neces- 
sary in the public interest. 

3. Due protection should be af- 
forded to the rights of innocent 
holders of liens on vehicles con- 
fiscated in the process of operation 
of the various prohibition laws. This 
seems to be obvious and the attitude

on a sane and sensible basis is cer- 
tainly desirable. 

I would suggest that an additional 
point and one worthy of a promi- 
nent place woupld be the deveiop- 
ment of active co-operation on the 
part of the Federal government in 
the promotion of American export 
trade in aptomobiles, It appears 
that our State Department may 
easily be in position to render ex- 
ceedingly valuable assistance to the 
automobile industry in the future 
through the influence which they ex- 
ercise and the trade that may work

It is a subject fraught with great 
importance; and it is essential that 
the right thing be done in the right 
way. Confiscation of motor cars 
captured in the transportation of 
liquor, without due protection of 
the rights of innocent holders of 
liens on such vehicles, merits the 
deepest thought of our people. It 
seems that the remaining excise 
taxes on motor vehicles should be 
removed, that the best interests of 
all will be served by the mandatory 
use of all funds raised by gasoline 
and other taxes on motor vehicles 
and owners in highway mainte- 
nance or other automotive uses, and 
that there can be more effective co- 
operation among automotive indus- 
trials and car owners to prevent the 
enactment of hostile laws and the 
promotion of beneficial legislation. 
Nothing should be left undone to 
effect maximum safety in car de- 
sign and construction and the in- 
stallation of the most approved ac- 
cessories and parts having to do 
with safety of operation, and so far 
as is possible, motor vehicle laws 
throughout the nation should be 
standardized, this action including 
improvement in existing statutes.

Rubber Prices 


New York, April 20.—Due to 
the intervening holidays rubber 
trades on this side of the water were 
unable to discount the increase in 
London rubber stocks of 1,172 tons 
during the past week. A report 
which was received here yesterday, 
showing a total of 65,033 tons on 
hand in London, was an unpleasant 
surprise to the bulls on the local 
market. Prices on the local ex- 
change were off 20 to 40 points and 
some irregularity was reported in 
London. Spot there declined to 
19%sd. The turnover amounted to 
137 lots, or 342% tons, of which 112 
lots, or 280 tons, were done in the 
last hour. Up to that time the 
trading had been draggy in char- 
acter, buying being held in abey- 
ance in anticipation of 
weakening abroad.
